The bulletic authorised by the ge-
ological survey and released for pub-
lieation today stateg that more pot-
ash has been produced doring the
firet six monthe of 1917 than wae
made during jhe year 1916.

The figures given seem to indicate
that the potash production in the
United States for 1917 will exceed
25,000 tons of polash (K20) or two
and onehall times that made In
1916. This ie about 10 per cent of
the normal yearly congsumption of
the sountry before the war, showing
the need of further stimulatjng do-
mestic production of potash.

The reporis received by the U1 S
fleological Survey, Department of
the Interior, Lave been reduced 1o
terma of the commercial unit com-
monly used Lo measure the availaple
or water-goluble potagh (K20) io the
product, and ouly material actually
sold by the producer during this per-
iod is included. The weight of the
materials handied was therefore
much greater than represented by
these figures. However, it is not the
woight of the materiale handled whe
therefore much greater than repre-
panled by these figures However,
it i# vot the weight of the material
that counts, it is what the material
eontalne. For instance: a ton of
ernde potash may contain six per
cent of potash (K20) or it may con-
taln twenty or twenty-five per cent
or some other per cent. If the ton
eontained ten per cet it would take
ten tone to make a ton K20 and if i
contained twenty-five per cent it
wounld take four itons to make one
ton of K20

Minatare Mem Canght With Philtip
Koapp of Allance in Ford Cur in
Nive Mile Canyon

ENAPP NEARLY LOST HIS LIFR

foad from Alliance to Scostabluff
Nearly Impassahle, Pue 0 Two
Clondborits Sunday Night

George Reichardt, aged twonty-six
lost his life and John Snyder of Min-
atare and Phillip Knupp of Alliance,
came near being drowned at the
south entrance to nine mile eanyon
at 7:30 o'clock Sunday evening when
a raging torrent, cnured by a ¢loud-
burst in the upper oanyon, swept
down the gorge, catehing their car
and demaollghing it,. T. J. O'Keefe
register aof the Alliance land oce,
with a companion, were just ahead
of the storm and had they boen a few
minutes later they might have suf-
fered the same fate.

A party of three, consisting of
John Snyder and George Reichardt
of Minatare and Phillip J. Knapp of
Allinnee, left the 8nyder ranch Sun-
day afternoon after the storm bad
passad, driving Bnyder's Ford auto,
on the way to Alllance, from where
they expected to go to the Knapp
farm northwest of Alliance, to spend
the weeck cutting hay., Knapp bad
coptracted to sell Snydor some hay,

Suyder took the
wheel, Knapp sitting on the right
side, holding the door partly apen
#0 a8 to get out and go ahead if nee-
cessary to ascertain the depth of the
water, which at the time was only a
few inches deep in the bottom of the
channel which the road crosses and
which ordinarily is dry. Relehardt
wis in the back seat, leaning on the
back of the front sent between the
other two men and looking with
them out through the windshleld,
The lights of the car were on and it
wis quite dark. A heavy sainstorm
with mueh thunder and lightning wa
in progress somewhere uorth.

As Snyder started to drive across
the channel he saw the wall of water
coming down from the left. He
shouted to Kpapp to jump Knapp
did not see the water coming but he
jumped without asking queéstions
Reichardt apparently also sa the wall
of water coming for he laughed and
shouted to the other two men, "Hoys,
we're gone, It's caught vus”

The wall of water complet«l¥ en-
gulfed the auto. Knapp, who had

ecaueht by the flood and swung back
agninst the car which toppled over,
striking him. Snyder and Reichardt
were caught inside and held prison-

side. Knapp was roon carried to
where he rould get on his feet and
he waded arhore, following the ear
down the gulch as long ar he econM
#ee 1t He soon lost gight of it amd
although he called to the men at the
top of his volce, he could get no ans-
wer.

Knapp remembered having passed
a ranch house about a mile back and
started In the darkness for help. Me
had searcely gone two hundred feet
when he heard, above the roar of
the swift flood, a call. He followed
the vole and upon coming %o the
edge of the torrent, could seo Sny-
der #tanding up to hiz walgt in water
on the bottom of the car which was
upeide down, resting on the top.
Knapp ealled to Snyder to stay therve
and that he would br'ng help.

Knapp then started again for the
ranch housa but the buffeling he
had received and the dirty water he
had unintentionally drang befove he
got out were too much for him and
he fainted. On coming to, bhe start-
ed again but came to the water, find-
ing that he had become turned
around. He ptarted again ot & ran
in the right direction and soo ar-
rived at the rach house. Arowslng
the owner, they ran to the garage

and qulekly ran out the Ford car
which the formr had there. 'The
ranchman, whose me in A B

Steock, brought a larlet rope amd a
pair of hip boots. The latter quick-
ly drove the car to the scene of the
accident and they rescued Snyder by
throwing to him the lariet ropa, pull-
ing him to the shore.

The watre had subsided a little.
Steock put on the waders and waded
out to ghe car, starting to feel in-
glde for Heichardt, of whom there
was no sign. He ha just began
when, warned by the ghouts of the
men on shore, he ra to high ground
barely in time to escape a pocond and
larger wall of water which struch
the overtured ear, righting # and
ecarryving it on down the gtream, As
the car turned right side up It re-
leased the body of Helchardt which

had Dbeen imprisoned ipside and
which bad started to toat down
stream.

The three men jumped into Steock
Ford and started to follow the body
down sternm, hoping to cateh i in a
shallow place but the waler wons so
swift that they guickly lost traek of
it. They theén alarmed the neighbor-
hood and people turned out by the
dozens in a hunt for the hody which
was found fowr hourn later, at short-
ly after midight, Ilying face down-
ward in an orchard thre miles from
the scene of the accident.

Reichardt’s clothing was torn and
his Ingersoll watch had stopped at
twenty minutes to eight o'cloek,
showing the time of the aceidot, The
coroer was called but docided it was
not  necessary  to hold an inguest,
The funeral was held at Gering ‘Tues-
day afternoon Knapp remained
there for the funoral, returning to
Alliance Tuesday night,

Members of The Herald foree made
a trip to the seens of the aceldent
early Monday merning in The Her-
ald’s Crow-Elkhart, going on fto
Scottsblufl It was found that the
cloudburst had dome heavy damage
in the North Platte valley, to wrriga-
*ton ditches and roads. The trip go-
ing down through nine-mile-canyon
wig an experience in which there
wie no fun and much danger, the
road helng washed out at probably
not less than a dozen places wherae it
crogees the bed of the guleh. The
flood water-from the cloudbursts had
apparently been thirteen or fourteen
feet deep and from forty to Ofty feet
wide, The Ford car, the state -
cenge number of which was 136,634,
and which wae practically a new
car, was completely wreeked and half
buried in sand and debris. It  had

been  carried  peveral handred feet
from the croseing where it was
caught.

The flood of water passed on down
into the valley, causing irrigation
ditches to break and washing oul
dozens of culverts, Only after sev-
eral hours of turning back and hunt-
Ing new rouds, was it found possible
to reach  Scottsbluff, Another very
heavy rain storm Monday afternoon
which extended into the Tanyon die-
trict and which also reached Alli-
ance, cauged further havoe and made
it impossible to return 0 Alllance
until Tuesday morning.

Information Ses Out Clearly in Ros-
olutions Adopted by Committes
at Washington Meeting

—_——

NEBRASKA MEN IN ATPINDANCE

W. B, Tegg, B. L. Barke and E. Z.
Russell Are Members of (om-
mittes from This State

On September 6, 6 and 7 a meet-
ing of the United States Live-stock
Industry Committee was held at
Washington. The members of thie
committee were chosen by Herbert
Hoover, food administrator, and
Secretary of Agriculture Houston.
The purpose of the committee I8 to
stimulate the Increased productioh of
e;m];, gheep, hoge and other live
stock.

The Nebraska members of the
eommittee are W. B. Tagg of Bouth
Omaha, manager of the firm of Tage
Bros. & Moorhead, and one of the
most widely known commission men
in the country, who is also president
of the South Omaha Live Stock Ex-
change and president of the National
Live Stock Exchange; E. L. Burke,
secretary of the National Live Stock
Producers’' Association; and E. 2.
Russell, editor of the Twentieth Cen-
tury Farmer.

The members from Nebraska along
with all other members meét and
went over the entire situation thor-
oughly and after due consideration
of every point brought up, drew up a
#et of resolutions that were unani-
mously adopted, thé Nebraska mem-
bers agreeing to the report.

The resolutions, which appear be-
low, set forth the two great prob-
leme in meat supplies. All atoeck-
men will read these resolutions with
the greatest of interest, for they are,
in fact, & thorough explanation of
the present situation. The resolu-
tions provide the working basis for
all work along this line. The reso-
lutions follow: %

Resolutions
WHEREAS, Honorable David F.
Houston, secretary of agriceulture,
and Hopnorable Herbert C. Hoover,
food administrator, have called us to
Washington to consider certain prob-
lems of live-stock production vital to

the national welfare, and have re-
quested from us suggestions  upon
such problems and especially those

relating to the production and mar-
keting of live stock apd live-stock
imroducts, therefore, .

BE IT RESOLVED, That as a re-
sult of our conference hers we sub-
mit the following statement for the
conglderation of those government
officials named above,

1. We are impressed with the ser-
jousness of the war situation and of
the obligation which resta upon all
citizens to serve the common good.
Ard for ourselves and for the sin-
cerely patriotic live-stock producers
whoty we represent we hereby pladge
to the president of the United States
and te his administrative officers our
loyal co-operation in carrying out
such essures as they may consider
necegsary to the successful prosecu-
tion of this great war for world-wide
deniocracy.

2. We approve the efforts which
Pave been made under the leader-
ship of the Department of Agricul-
ture to encourage live stock produc-

tion, and we believe that in this
work the department should have
the liberal support of federal and

gtate authorities,

4. The live-gtock business s no
different from all other business, in
that it ia poverned by economie
lawa. Production in a large way in-
erenses or decreases as the cost of
production and the price of the 8n-
ished produet rise and fall, When
the margin of profit Iz replaced by a
nopsitive logs the leneth of time the
live stock producer can continue in
business is mepsured solely by his
financinl condition.

4. If there has been a reduction in
live stock in proportion to the nesds
of the country the cause must be
sought in the unremunerative priced
which the live stock producer has
recelved in recent years, A eontinn-
ation of prices which are below the
cogtaof production will intensify tha
ghortage,

6. The live stock producers will
loyally acquiesce In whatever meas-
ures the povernment may find neces-
gary to adopt and will cheerfully and
as speedily as possible adjust their
business to the conditions brought
about by guch measures, We sug-
gest o those who must bear the
heavy burden of responsibility that
while ligquidation of live stock ean
teke place very rapidly, as shown by
the experience of the past year, the
re-eatablishment of the herds and
flocks is & matter of years. II,
therefore, it seems desirable to has-
ten an increase in our live-stock pro-
duction definite policies looking to
that end should be adopted udd made
known at the earliest possible date.
Even with normal econditions the
production and feeding of live stock
is carried on under ucertainties
which do not prevail with other
kinds of business. The cost of the
raw material s determined largely
by the sunshine and the raln and
